pensary,  the  conduct  of  employees,  the 
control  of  supplies,  the  proper  use  of 
equipment,  and  the  enforcement  of  the 
dispensary  rules  and  regulations.

Physicians  shall  register  their  names, 
the  time  of  their  arrival  and  the  time 
of  their  departure  in  the  book  provided 
for  the  purpose.  Physicians  shall  attend 
punctually  at  the  hour  assigned  to  them, 
and  are  liable  to  suspension,  either  tem- 
porary or  permanent,  for  lack  of  punc- 
tuality in  attendance. 

Any  member  of  the  staff  who  contem- 
plates absenting  himself  from  the  Dis- 
pensary for  a  period  longer  than  one 
day,  shall  apply  for  leave  of  absence, 
through  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hos- 
pital, to  the  Chairman  of  the  Dispen- 
sary Committee  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors. In  no  instance,  however,  shall 
simultaneous  leave  of  absence  be 
granted  to  the  Chief  and  the  First  As- 
sistant of  the  same  department.  Chiefs 
of  department  shall  report  promptly  to 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  and 
to  the  Chairman  of  the  Dispensary  Com- 
mittee the  neglect  of  duty  of  any  as- 
sistant. 

The  Chief  of  any  department  in  the 
dispensary  may  allow  a  volunteer  to 
work  in  his  department  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  two  months,  with  the  consent 
of  the  Chairman  of  the  Dispensary 
Committee.

Dispensary  for  Poor  Only;  Hours;  Holidays 

The  Dispensary  shall  be  open,  for  the  treatment  of 
the  poor  only,  every  week-day  from  9  to  12  A.  M.,  and 
from  1  to  4  P.  M.  The  service  shall  be  suspended  on  the 
Jewish  New  Year,  Day  of  Atonement,  and  all  legal 
holidays. 

Treatment  of  Applicants  of  Doubtful  Financial  Standing 

Patients  who  are  able  to  pay  a  private  physician 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  dispensary  treatment,  except  in 
cases  of  emergency.  In  case  of  doubt  as  to  the  ability  of 
an  applicant  to  pay  a  private  physician,  the  case  shall  be 
dealt  with  by  the  Supervisor  in  accordance  with  the 
Rules  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities. 

"Workmen's  Compensation"  Cases 

Emergency  treatment  shall  not  be  denied  to  patients 
who  are  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation Law.    Such  patients  shall  not  continue  to  be 
|  treated  at  the  Dispensary,  but  shall  be  assigned  for  sub- 
l  sequent  treatment  to  an  assistant,  who  shall  in  each  case 
be  designated  by  the  Chief  of  Clinic.   It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Chief  of  Clinic  to  report  to  the  Supervisor  the  name 
and  address  of  each  patient  treated  as  a  "compensation" 
case,  the  name  and  address  of  the  patient's  employer,  and 
I  the  treatment  given,  and  all  such  reports  shall  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  Director. 

Limitation  of  Number  of  Patients 

In  order  to  insure  proper  attention  to  patients  admit- 
ted to  the  Dispensary,  each  Chief  of  Clinic  shall  be  per-

mitted  to  estimate  and  report  to  the  Supervisor  the  ! 
number  of  new  cases  which  can  efficiently  be  treated 
during  one  session  in  his  Department;  the  number  so  ! 
proposed  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Dispensary,  and  when  approved,  shall  serve  as  I 
a  guide  for  the  registrar  in  the  admission  of  applicants. 

Nominal  Charge  to  be  Paid  by  Those  Who  are  Able 

Patients  who  are  proper  subjects  for  dispensary 
treatment,  and  who  are  able  to  do  so,  shall  pay  a  nominal  i 
charge  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  prescription,  or  for 
the  material  required  at  each  treatment. 

Duties  of  the  Dispensary  Supervisor 

The   Dispensary  shall  be   in  charge  of  a  Dis- 
pensary  Supervisor,  who  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
condition  of  the  Dispensary,  the  conduct  of  employees,  : 
the  control  of  supplies,  the  preservation  and  proper  use  ( 
of  equipment,  and  the  enforcement  of  the  dispensary 
rules  and  regulations.    The  Supervisor  shall  keep  an  j 
inventory  of  all  dispensary  equipment,  and  shall  make  a  fl 
monthly  report  to  the  Director  of  the  Hospital  of  all  mis- 
sing  articles. 

Registrar 

There  shall  be  a  Dispensary  Registrar,  who  shall 
admit  applicants  to  the  Dispensary  in  accordance  with 
the  regulations  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  and  the 
rules  of  the  Dispensary,  and  who  shall  make  a  daily 
report  to  the  Director  of  the  number  of  patients  admitted 
with  and  without  fee,  the  number  of  paid  and  gratis  b 
prescriptions  compounded,  the  number  of  bottles  fur-  | 
nished,  and  the  amount  and  sources  of  all  cash  received,  tf 

Fees  and  Gratuities  Forbidden 

No  physician,  nurse  or  employee  shall  accept  any  fee 
or  reward  from  any  patient  for  treatment  given  in  the  1

Dispensary,  nor  shall  any  physician  solicit  private  prac- 
tice among  Dispensary  patients.  Any  Dispensary  patient 
who  seeks  private  treatment  at  the  hands  of  a  member  of 
the  Dispensary  Staff,  and  any  patient  who  is  apparently 
able  to  pay  for  treatment,  shall  be  referred  to  the  Super- 
visor of  the  Dispensary.  No  patient  shall  be  referred 
directly  from  any  clinical  department  of  the  Dispensary, 
or  b}7  any  Dispensary  physician,  to  any  private  office. 

Medical  Organization 

The  Dispensary  shall  be  divided  into  clinical,  labo- 
ratory, and  therapeutic  departments.  Such  departments 
shall  be  designated  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  by  and 
with  the  advice  of  the  Committee  on  Dispensary.  The 
Medical  Staff  of  the  Dispensary  shall  be  assigned  to  duty 
in  the  several  departments;  in  each  clinical  department 
there  shall  be  a  Chief  of  Clinic,  a  First  Assistant  Phy- 
sician or  Surgeon,  Assistant  Physicians  or  Surgeons, 
Clinical  Assistants,  who  shall  attend  three  times  each 
week.  The  Chiefs  of  Clinic  will  be  held  responsible  for  the 
conduct  of  their  respective  departments.  In  the  absence 
of  a  Chief  of  Department,  the  First  Assistant  shall  assume 
charge.

Appointments  shall  be  made  for  a  term  of  two  years, 
beginning  May  1st.  Physicians  who  desire  to  retain  their 
classes  shall  apply  for  re-appointment  in  writing,  not  less 
than  sixty  days  before  the  expiration  of  their  terms. 

Resignations 

All  resignations  of  members  of  the  Medical  Staff 
shall  be  sent  in  writing  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Dispensary 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
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Hospital  Privileges  of  Chiefs 

The  privilege  of  treating  patients  in  the  Private 
Pavilion  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  granted  to  any  Chief  of 
Clinic  in  the  Dispensary  who  has  given  five  years  of  ser- 
vice, of  which  at  least  two  years  shall  have  been  as  Chief, 
provided,  however,  that  not  more  than  a  total  of  three 
beds  in  the  Private  Pavilion  shall  be  occupied  at  one  time 
by  all  the  Dispensary  Chiefs  in  the  exercise  of  this  pri- 
vilege. The  admission  of  cases  under  this  rule  shall  be 
limited  to  such  diseases  as  are  treated  by  the  Chief  in 
that  department  of  the  Dispensary  with  which  he  is  con- 
nected, and  the  Director  shall  be  the  judge  of  such  clas- 
sification. 


The  Clinical  Microscopist 

There  shall  be  a  Clinical  Microscopist,  who  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Hospital,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Medical  Board,  and  who  shall  be  in 
charge  of  the  Dispensary  Laboratory,  under  the  general 
supervision  of  the  Pathologist  of  the  Hospital.  His  sa- 
lary, if  any,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.

Examination  of  blood,  urine,  sputum,  pus  and  gastric 
contents,  in  dispensary  cases  only,  shall  be  made  by  the 
Clinical  Microscopist,  upon  the  written  request  of  de- 
partment physicians.

Absence  for  One  Day

Leaves  of  Absence 

Any  member  of  the  staff  who  contemplates  absenting 
himself  from  the  Dispensary  for  a  period  longer  than  one 
clinic  day,  shall  apply  for  leave  of  absence,  through  the 
Director  of  the  Hospital,  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Dis- 
pensary Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  In  no 
instance,  however,  shall  simultaneous  leave  of  absence  be 
granted  to  the  Chief  and  the  First  Assistant  of  the  same 
department.  Chiefs  of  Clinic  shall  report  promptly  to 
the  Director  of  the  Hospital  and  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
Dispensary  Committee  the  neglect  of  duty  of  any  as- 
sistant. 

Volunteer  Assistants 

The  Chief  of  any  clinic  in  the  Dispensary  may  allow 
a  volunteer  to  work  in  his  department  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  two  months,  with  the  consent  of  the  Chairman 
of  the  Dispensary  Committee.  A  volunteer  who  desires 
to  remain  as  clinical  assistant  must  apply  for  appointment 
in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  rules. 

Volunteers  shall  not  have  the  right  to  prescribe  or 
order  any  treatment.  Senior  medical  students  are  eligible 
for  appointment  as  volunteers,  but  not  as  clinical  as- 
sistants. 
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Transfer  of  Patients 


Each  Chief  of  Clinic  shall  be  responsible  for  trans- 
ferring to  the  proper  department  any  patient  who,  from 
the  nature  of  his  disease,  appears  to  have  been  improperly 
assigned.  In  making  such  transfers,  the  official  forms 
shall  be  used. 

Disposition  of  Hospital  Cases 

Whenever  a  dispensary  patient  requires  such  an  opera- 
tion as  may  result  in  his  immediate  confinement  in  bed, 
he  shall  be  referred  by  the  Chief  of  the  Clinic  to  the 
Admitting  Physician  of  the  Hospital.  Patients  requiring 
hospital  treatment  shall,  if  proper  cases,  be  referred  to  • 
the  Mount  Sinai  Hospital  and  to  no  other  institution. 

Official  Forms  to  be  Used 

Any  patient  who  is  referred  to  the  Mount  Sinai  Hos- 
pital for  treatment  shall  be  furnished  with  an  official 
reference  form,  which  shall  be  properly  filled  out. 

Medical  and  Surgical  Appliances 

Patients  in  need  of  medical  or  surgical  appliances 
shall  be  referred  to  the  Social  Service  Department  and 
not  to  other  institutions  or  to  appliance  makers.

Physicians  shall  keep  a  suitable  record  of  each  case 
and  shall  furnish  each  patient  with  a  card  bearing  the 
case  number  and  date  of  first  treatment,  as  shown  on 
the  register. 

Records  the  Property  of  Dispensary

The  medical  records  are  the  property  of  the  Dispen- 
tQ  sary.  The  information  contained  in  such  records  is  privi- 
ledged  and  shall  not  be  divulged  except  as  required  by 
law  or,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Director,  to  promote  the 
interests  of  the  patient  or  the  community.

^       /.    The  Board  of  Trustees  has  sanctioned  the  formation  of  an 
ijg]  organization  to  be  known  as  "The  Society  of  Chiefs  of  Clinic  of  the 
Mount  Sinai  Hospital  Dispensary." 

II.  The  purposes  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  consider  matters 
relative  to  the  efficient  and  proper  working  of  the  Mount  Sinai  Hos- 
pital Dispensary,  to  suggest  improvements  and  changes  in  the 

^operation  of  the  Dispensary,  and  to  submit  its  recommendations  to 
■3.  the  Committee  on  Dispensary  of  the  Mount  Sinai  Hospital.  The 
'^Society,  however,  shall  not  consider  any  question  appertaining  to 
)wSjfhe  appointment  of  any  member  of  the  Dispensary  Staff. 

III.  The  Chiefs  of  Clinic  of  the  Mount  Sinai  Hospital  Dispen- 
sary shall  be  members  of  the  Society. 

IV.  The  members  of  the  Society  shall  elect  from  their  number 
i  President,  a  Vice-President,  and  a  Secretary;  each  officer  shall 
serve  12  months  and  shall  be  elected  at  a  regular  meeting  to  be  held 
In  January  of  each  year. 

V.  Regular  meetings  shall  be  held  every  month  from  October 
o  May  {inclusive)  and  special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time 
iy  the  President,  who  shall  call  such  meetings  at  the  written  re- 
quest of  not  less  than  eight  members.  A  majority  of  the  members 
Iiall  constitute  a  quorum. 

VI.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  Vice-President  shall 
^reside;  in  the  absence  of  the  Vice-President  the  Secretary  shall 
^reside. 

VII.  Ordinary  expenses,  such  as  printing  and  postage,  shall 
>e  assumed  by  the  Mount  Sinai  Hospital.  No  other  expense  may 
>e  incurred  without  the  approval  of  the  Committee  on  Dispensary 
>f  the  Mount  Sinai  Hospital. 
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J 'II I.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Society  in  January  it  sJiall  select 
2  of  its  members,  who  are  not  members  of  the  Medical  Board  of 
tJie  Hospital,  to  represent  the  Society  on  the  Committee  on  Dis- 
pensary of  the  Mount  Si)iai  Hospital,  but  these  selections  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Committee  on  Dispensary.  The 
members  elected  by  the  Society  shall  have  power  to  vote  in  the 
Committee  on  Dispensary,  except  on  matters  of  appointment. 

IX.  The  two  members  selected  by  the  Society  as  its  represent- 
atives on  the  Committee  on  Dispensary  shall  act  as  the  medium  of 
communication  between  the  Society  and  the  Committee  on  Dispen- 
sary in  all  matters  concerning  the  welfare  of  the  Dispensary. 

X.  The  rules  governing  parliamentary  practice  generally  are 
to  govern  the  meetings  and  management  of  the  Society. 

XI.  Alterations  or  additions  to  these  rules  must  be  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Mount  Sinai  Hospital. 
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
